FREEDMAN'STOWN  UNDER  SIEGE' 


By  Edmundo  Resendez 

Following  the  Civil  War  and  the 
emancipation,  a  piece  of  land 
that  was  considered  valueless 
was  given  to  freed  slaves.  Buffalo 
Bayou  at  that  time  was  swamp 
land.  Although  It  was  an  insult  to 
the  newly  freed  slaves,  they  took 
the  land  and  developed  one  of 
Houston's  oldest  communities: 
Freedman's  Town. 

This  community  is  now  threat- 
ened by  developers  who  wont  to 
take  Freedman's  Town  and  start 
developing  a  "Near  Town"  upper- 
class  neighborhood.  This  property 
of  what  was  once  considered 
valueless  land.  Is  now  very 
valuable  land  in  the  eyes  of 
several  developers. 

Shaun  Keenan  Gilson  and  I  ask 
you  to  examine  the  preservation 
of  this  community  and  what  is 
being  done  about  it.  We  inter- 
viewed the  residents  of  Freed- 
man's town  to  help  understand 
the  importance  of  maintaining 
the  architectural  value  and  the 
sense  of  community  that  the 
residents  hove  developed. 


We  will  take  you  to  Allen  Parkway 
Village,  one  of  Houston's  oldest  public 
housing  communities  for  the  poor,  to 
explore  why  the  residents  choose  to 
stay.  (Only  forty  residents  occupy  a 
thousand-unit  complex.)  The  Housing 
Authority  has  unsuccessfully  tried  to 
demolish  this  complex  for  the  lost 
decade,  but  has  failed,  Instead,  when 
one  resident  moves  out,  the  apart- 
ment is  boarded  up  and  closed,  not 
allowing  any  new  residents  to  move  in. 

KPR's  News/Public  Affairs  Dept.  is 
producing  this  feature  in  conjunction 
with  the  Southern  Regional  Council,  an 
independent  broadcast  group  who 
focuses  on  Southern  life  and  aspects 
of  the  South.  We  decided  to  focus  on 
the  Fourth  Ward  or  Freedman's  Town 
because  of  the  history  behind  the 
community.  We  spent  several  months 
interviewing  residents  of  Freedman's 
Town  and  Allen  Parkway  Village.  We 
also  interviewed  the  people  who  want 
to  tear  it  down.

■ROCK  AROUND  THE  BACH" 

Meet  Ken  Tucker,  Fresh  Air's  Rock  Crttk;

Any  of  us  who  grew  up  after  the  mid- 
50's  was  touched  by  it.  It  scared  the  wits 
out  our  parents  and  gave  us  pleasure.  It 
rrxade  people  artgry,  yet  set  us  free. 
Some  thought  it  was  just  a  passing  fad; 
they  were  mistaken.  Rock  'n'  roll  was 
here  to  stay. 

Rock  'n'  roll  has  become  nrtore  than  Just 
another  musical  form.  It  is  ingrained  in 
our  culture,  having  forever  changed  thte 
way  we  think,  feel  and  move. 
'It  used  to  be  an  event  when  a  rock 
band  appeared  on  TV,'  says  Ken 
Tucker,  co-author  of  "Rock  of  Ages:  The 
Rolling  Stone  History  of  Rock  &  Roll". 
"Today  rock  'n'  roll  is  on  MTV  and  In 
magazines.  It's  covered  In  ways  that 
were  once  unthinkable.  In  the  '60's  It 
was  thought  of  as  counterculture;  now 
It's  mainstream." 

Rock  'n'  roll  has  even  earned  a  regular 
feature  spot  on  the  public  radio  series 
FRESH  AIR,  (3  p.m.  weekdays  on  KPR 
90. 1  FM).  'There's  no  ottier  place  on  TV 
or  radio  where  you  can  give  a  thought- 
ful rock'n'  roll  musk;  review  then  pby  an 
excerpt  of  the  music'  says  Tucker. 

Although  rock  '  n'  roll  on  public  radb  is 
about  as  comrrran  as  Wdyne  Newton        «^«,~ 
fans  at  a  Grateful  Dead  concert,  it  is  the 
music  of  choice  from  nxany  public  radio 
listeners.  A  1986-87  NPR  audience 
survey  shows  that  NPR  listeners  bought 
contemporary  rock  bartd  recordings 
nnore  than  any  other  type  of  musk;. 
Including  classical.  That's  rot  too 
surprising  since  most  public  radio 
listeners  grew  up  with  rock.  And,  as 
Tucker  saysa,  'rock  'n'  roll  isn't  something 
you  Cutgrow.' 

Yet  things  have  changed  since  rock  first 
roiled  into  the  mainstream.  'There's  a  lot 
less  serious  rock  criticism  or  rock  press 
around,"  says  Tucker,  who  tries  to  help 
listeners  sort  the  good  from  the  bad, 

Heartening  for  Tucker  is  tx>w  rock  'n'  roll 
in  the  past  few  years  has  regained  its 
power  "to  shock  people  and  create 
controversy."  One  example  of  that  is  ttie 
rap  group  Public  Enemy.  'They're  an 
audio  equivalent  to  a  collage,  a 
layering  of  sounds,  melody  and  snippets 
from  other  artists,  It's  sick  and  inte^^se 
and  I  find  it  very  innovative.  I  was  very 
pleased  to  pkay  this  music  on  pubic 
radio.' 

Tucker  credits  FRESH  AIR  host  Terry  Gross 
with  helping  to  raise  thte  status  of  rock  'n' 
roll  on  public  radio.  "Terry  is  someone 
who  has  no  preconceived  ideas  of  high 
or  low  culture.  She  treats  rock  'n"  roll  artd 
all  fornns  of  pop  culture  with  the  same 
seriousness  and  intent  that  she'd  treat 
someone  of  high  culture.  And  that 
raises  the  tone  of  coverage  dramtically. 
Sties  done  valuable  work  devoting  long 
interviews  to  people  who  are  usually  or 
pushed  to  the  margin.'

FROM  THE  PROGRAM  DIRECTOR

As  a  community  radio  statton,  KPR  90. 1  FM  grows  ar>d 
changes  aiong  with  the  community.  KPFTs  schedule 
con  not  rerrxain  the  same  or  It  runs  the  risk  of  growing 
stagnant  and  failing  behind  you  the  listener.  Over  the 
past  couple  of  years,  the  station  had  made  several 
changes  to  its  programming  lineup.  Some  of  the 
changes  involved  just  rescheduling  a  program, 
rrxjving  it  to  a  new  time.  Other  changes  involved 
releasing  some  programs  from  the  schedule  and 
replacing  them  with  newer  shows. 

Amongst  the  changes  over  the  past  two  years: 
The  debut  of  'One  To  Three",  our  weekday  afternoon 
inteiview  and  musk;  program.  This  show  has  met  with 
o  very  positive  response.  The  addition  of  nevrt  updates 
from  the  BBC  World  Sendee  has  greatly  enhanced 
KPFTs  ability  to  bring  you  up  to  the  minute  inforrrxation 
from  a  different  perspective.  Fresh  Air  with  Terry  Gross 
Is  a  great  program.  The  strenghthening  and  expansion 
of  our  music  programming  has  proved  very  popular. 
The  KPFT  progrom  schedule  is  constantly  evolving  to 
meet  your  needs. 

AH  of  the  above  programs  are  great  examples  of 
good  solki  alternative  programming  that  is  KPFTs 
hallrrxark.  But  all  of  th»ese  shows  replaced  other 
prograrrw.  The  simple  fact  is  that  putting  any  new 
programs  on,  mearis  cancelling  others.  The  programs 
that  have  been  cancelled,  at  one  time  themselves, 
replaced  other  programs. 

Changes  continue  to  occur.  In  this  latest  edition  of  the 
program  guide,  you  will  see  three  new  shows  on  the 
schedule.  Two  alternative  rock  shows  on  Monday  and 
Tuesday  evenings,  10  p.m.  -  Mkdnight  and  a  new  world 
musk;  program  on  Saturday  evening.  Thanks  to  Buddy 
Johnston  and  Paul  Mellotone  for  ttieir  efforts  on 
"Tranquility  Base'  and  'Love  People  Reggae".  These 
programs  made  room  for  the  new.  Change,  while 
necessary,  is  seldom  easy. 


KPFT's  morning  drive  time  is  going  through  some 
changes  of  Its  own.  For  years,  KPR's  morning  drive 
time  lineup  consisted  of  a  different  type  of  mLelc  each 
rrxjming  of  the  week.  The  was  more  than  a  little 
disconcerting  for  the  rrxajority  of  KPFT  listeners  who 
were  looking  for  sorriethifTg  they  could  listen  to  every 
nrtoming  when  they  wake  up.  The  new  morning  show 
will  change  all  of  this. 

There  is  a  new,  stronger  emphasis  on  acoustic  music 
as  the  prirrrary  type  of  music  making  up  the  playlist. 
Our  definition  of  acoustic  is  beirtg  broadened  to 
include  more  than  just  "folk'  music,  Texas  artists, 
alterrK3tive  pop  and  country  are  just  a  few  of  the  new 
sounds  you  will  be  hearing.  Pe-Te  will  still  be  doing 
cajun  music  on  Thursday  mornings.  Nothing  too  hard, 
the  punk  and  heavy  metal  shows  during  late  night  will 
cover  that.  Listen  for  this  new,  improved  mix  of  music 
on  the  KPR  Morning  Show. 

The  Morning  Show  will  also  begin  to  feature  the  zany

In  (act,  I  leem  to  remember  that  'Elvis* 
was  on  the  olr  when  the  transmitter  was 
knocked  oft  the  air  by  a  storm  during  a  May 
Marathon.  We  conjectured  that  Elvis  wanted 
radio  stations  as  well  as  boats,  ptanes,  etc. 
Yup,  that's  3  years  before  my  Iriend  heard  A 
on  KTRU  lost  night. 

It's  like  the  time  my  cousin  called  me  on  a 
week  night  and  said."  Turn  on  Channel  8, 
there's  a  great  program  on  -  "The  Lonesome 
Rne  Special!"  At  that  time,  'The  Loneson^ 
Pine  Speciar  had  been  on  the  air  at  KPR 
twice  a  week,  for  two  years,  with  rekatrvely 
little  listener  financral  support. 
It's  like  ttie  letter  from  a  subscriber  who  said 
that  this  year  'her  support  publk;  media 
budget  went  to  the  UH  rodb  station,'  but  that 
she  planned  to  split  her  support  between  the 
two  next  year. 

Next  year  is  a  little  easier  for  those  involved  at 
KUHT.  KUHF  and  even  KTRU  to  think  about 
because  today  is  not  nearly 
OS  diffk:ult  to  think  about  as  it  is  for  those 
involved  at  KPFT  90.1  FM. 
My  question  to  this  particular  listener,  my 
friend  and  my  cousin  is  "Why  are  you  waiting 
to  contribute  until  next  year  when  KPFT  90.1 
FM  brought  the  music/news/ public  affairs  to 
you  first?" 

I  know  this  is  a  bold  claim  and  that  KPFT  90.1 
FM  is  not  first  with  ever/thing,  but  there  ARE  a 
lot  of  "firsts"  that  happen  here  and  that 
deserves  your  support. 

Being  first  is  not  easy  because  It  usually 
involves  controversy  and  charyge.  The  last 
time  I  counted  the  letters  in  either  word,  both 
had  rrotQ  than  four.  Based  on  some  of  the 
letters  we  have  received  lately  ,  I  could  trave 
sworn  that  KPR  had  commited  one  of  the 
"Seven  Deadlies'. 

KPFT  90. 1  FM  is  one  of  those  "damned  if  you 
do,  and  damned  If  you  don't"  institutions: 
You  like  the  BBC,  you  hate  the  BBC,  change 
the  morning  programs,  leave  them  alone,  'The 
Power  ot  Pussy"  is  on  all  the  college  radio 
stations  you-over-the  -hill  conservatives, 
Pacifica  News  is  great,  Pacifica  News  is  too 
slanted  toward  the  left  wing,  I  loved  Peace- 
watch,  "KPFT  must  learn  that  not  all  supporting 
listeners  feel  that  business  and  government 
are  inherently  evil.',  bring  back  the  Music 
Lady,  Bluegrass  is  okay  in  small  doses,"Ray  Hilt 
wears  a  pink  triangle,  homosexual  pin  and 
testifies  to  the  legislature  os  it  he  has  authority 
to  do  so  because  he  appears  on  your 
station, "in  *83  A  'ft4, 1  discovered  Break- 
through and  Pokey  and  Cherry  helped  me  to 
think  and  to  grow'," Enclosed  is  a  check  tor 
$50  and  form  for  corporate  matching  gift, 
your  programming  has  jrnproved  enormously 
In  the  post  1  -2  years',  'I  will  increase  my 
support  for  KPFT  when  they  reconsider  their 
position  on  alternative  music,  especially  Jay 
Lee  and  "Woke  Up  &  Smell  the  Coffee"  & 
Seamus  A  Bilty  Gilbert"  (At  this  printing.  Joy 
Lee  and  Seamus  are  back  on  the  air.  1 0  p.m.  - 
12  a.m.  Monday  and  Tuesday,  respectively, 
and  Billy  Gilbert  con  be  heard  on  Friday  nights 
with  the  Civil  Sen/ice  Broadcasting  Empire.) 

All  of  these  remarks  were  made  by  you  -  the 
listeners .  Thanks  for  your  input.  As  the 
Program  Guide  Editor  I  read  oil  of  the  letters 
and  try  to  foirly  present  positive  &  negative 
letters  (maybe  constructive  criticism  ?)  in  your 
column. 


Whk;h  brings  US  back  to  CHANGE  and 
CONTgOVEHSY.  Think  about  what  this  does 
for  you:  gets  your  attention,  buikls  anttei- 
poton.  stimukates  thought,  you  form 
opinions,  exercise  your  right  to  speak  out . 
Cong ratufcit tons:  you  ore  alrve,  mentally 
active  and  living  in  the  good  ol'  USA. 
But,  took  around  you,  are  there  a  tot  of 
other  publk;  t>roadcast  mediums  taking 
the  same  chances?  Why  dton't  KUHF  carry 
Akin  Watts  'Zen  ReconskJered*  in  coopera- 
tton  with  the  Btaffer  Gallery's  exhibltton? 
Why  dkln't  KUHT  carry  Tongues  Untied" 
wtien  people  flocked  to  see  it  when  it  was 
shown  at  the  Museum? 

Pacifica  and  it's  Houston  radto  statton,  KPR 
90.1  FM  are  among  some  of  the  few  publk; 
broadcast  organizattons  willing  to  take 
chances  and  make  changes.  That's  why 
KPR  attracted  you  in  the  first  place.  We 
take  o  chance  that  you  will  listen  to 
bluegrass,  folk,  acoustto  musK;  in  the 
morning  or  alterrrative  musk;  at  night. 
(Believe  me,  these  styles  of  musto  aren't 
realty  tearing  up  the  Billboard  charts!)  We 
take  a  chance  that  you  want  to  hove  the 
opportunity  to  form  your  own  opintoru  by 
listening  to  Pacifica  News  foltowed  by  the 
BBC  World  Servce. 

And  when  changes  are  nnade  to  make 
your  programming  chok:es  easier  from  one 
daytottie  next...  so  that  you  know  that  if 
you  tune  in  to  Mixed  fylessages  on 
Wednesday,  then  there's  a  chance  you're 
going  to  like  The  Morning  Show  on  FrkJay. 
At  least  you  are  listening  to  a  radio  station 
that  nnakes  you  think  and  presents  opintons 
other  ttKin  the  "head-buried-in-the-sand" 
viewpoints  so  prevalent  in  the  U.S.A.  medto 
today.  Congratulatioru  again,  you're 
conscious! 

And  because  you're  conscious  -  whether 
you  are  a  conscioitf  conservative, 
progressive  or  anarchist  -  you  need  to 
generously  contribute  to  the  radio  stotksn 
that  did  it  first  and  strives  to  bring  you,  the 
listener ,  nrwre  'firsts'  in  Houston  through 
the  efforts  of  dedicated  volunteers,  a 
scrawny  budget,  an  even  scrawnier  tower 
and  a  few  human  staff  members. 

Just  because  KPR  90.1  FM  has  been 
around  for  21  years,  it  doesn't  automati- 
cally mean  that  next  year  is  in  the  bag. 
Without  you,  there  is  no  next  year  for  KPR 
90. 1  FM  and  what  a  terrible  toss  that  wouto 
be  to  all  of  those  voices  who  broadcast 
their  appeals  jtories.  opinions,  invitations 
to  fundraisers  to  help  other  non-profit 
organizattons  and  needy  individuals 
throughout  Houston. 

Think  about  it.  Take  a  chance.  Be  first.
